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Troubleshooting guide 


Before requesting service, make the following checks. If you are in doubt about some of the check points, or if the solutions indicated in the chart do not solve the 
problem, refer to the limited warranty on page 3. 


Cannot search 
through tracks. 

You cannot search through a disc with WMA/MP3 files. 

Cannot specify point A or B. 

You may not be able to specify point A or B at the end of a disc. 

Cannot change the 
Digital Re-master 
mode, anti-skip mode. 

If [ W4] or [►>!] is pressed before [•MEMO/ ， DISP] 
you cannot change the mode. 

Digital Re-master 
does not work. 

Depending on the type of WMA/MP3 disc recording, the 
effect may not appear. 

Cannot skip albums. 

You cannot skip from the last to first album, or vice versa, during play. 

Cannot hear the remote 
control’s operation tone. 

The operation tone may be turned off (opage 5). 

The remote control 
does not work properly. 

• Remove the plug and reinsert it as fully as possible. 

• Use only the included remote control to operate the unit. 

Cannot charge. 

•You aren’t using the special rechargeable batteries (opage 4). 
•You must insert two batteries before you can charge. 

•The unit must be off before you can charge. 

The AC adaptor becomes 
warm during charging. 

This is normal. 

The batteries are taking 
along time to charge. 

The batteries may take as long as 6 hours to charge 
under some conditions. 

Playtime is short 
after charging. 

•This may occur the first time you charge the batteries 
or if you haven't used them fora long time. Play time 
should be restored after a few charges. 

•The batteries can go flat if you leave the AC adaptor 
connected after charging is complete. 

•If play is extremely short even after fully charging the batteries, 
the batteries may have exceeded their life (Rechargeable batteries 
can be charged approximately 300 times). Please purchase new 
nickel-metal hydride rechargeable batteries (HHF-AZ01). 

The battery indicator 
fails to appear or is 
incorrect. 

•The indicator does not appear when the AC adaptor is connected. 
•The indicator may not appear correctly when using the rechargeable 
and dry cell batteries at the same time and under certain conditions. 

The unit stops working. 

Disconnect then reconnect all power sources (batteries and AC adaptor). 

Power cuts off. 

If you connect or disconnect the AC adaptor, the power 
cuts off even if the rechargeable batteries are inserted.

•The lens is dirty: clean it with a blower (recommended 
product: SZZP1038C). If the lens gets marked with 
fingerprints, gently wipe them off with a cotton swab. 

•The unit may not read a track properly if shaken 
strongly during disc reading. 

•If there is no data between sessions on a multi-session 
disc, play may not be possible. 

• If there is a large amount of JPEG data etc. within a 
WMA/MP3 file, sound may be muted and play may not 
be possible. 

• If the disc contains data with different formats, sound 
may be muted and play may not be possible. 

•If a CD-ROM format disc contains WMA/MP3 and other 
files, only the WMA/MP3 files will be playable. 

•You cannot play a WMA disc if the copy protection setting 
was on when you made the disc. 

•Some HighMAT discs may not be playable on this unit.

Anti-skip mode 



The anti-skip function (ANTI-SKIP SYSTEM) reduces or eliminates 
skipping caused by vibration. You can change the anti-skip memory time. 

While shipped, each time you press and hold [•MEMO /垂 DISP]

HighMAT disc play ( WMA) 


HighMAT 

HighMAT is a new format management standard used for writing audio/video 
and still image files to CD-R/RW. You can add track titles, artist titles and record 
playlist settings which allows you to easily search large volumes of files for play. 
On this unit you can play a HighMAT disc recorded with WMA/MP3 audio files. 


o Before inserting the disc, slide the 
HighMAT switch in the direction of 
the arrow to turn the HighMAT 
function on. 

(Slide in the opposite direction to turn the HighMAT function off.) 

•When the HighMAT function is off, you cannot use the HighMAT features 
and the unit plays as normal. 



❷ When the unit is off, press [►/■] (Remote control) /press 
[►/II] (Main unit).

Note on CD-R and CD-RW 


(CD-DA/WMA/MP3 only) 

For CD-DA format, use a music disc and finalize* it after recording. The unit 
may not be able to play some discs due to the condition of the recording, 
process performed after recording that enables CD-R/CD-RW players to play 
audio CD-R and CD-RW. 


Playing WMA/MP3 

WMA/MP3: One method of compressing data with little loss to the original sound quality. 

■When creating WMA/MP3 files to play on this unit 

Disc formats: ISO 9660 level 1 and level 2 (except for extended formats)

■Unit limitations 

•Only the artist title and track title are displayed for ID3 tags (Version 1.0 and 
1.1), WMA tags and HighMAT data. 

•This unit is compatible with multi-session discs but if there are a lot of sessions it takes 
more time for play to start. Keep the number of sessions to a minimum to avoid this. 

•This unit cannot play files recorded using packet write. 

• Depending on how you create WMA/MP3 files, they may not play in the order 
you numbered them or may not play at all. 

•This unit is compatible with Windows Media Audio 9 (WMA9), however not 
with WMA9 Professional/Lossless/Voice and MBFK 
※Multiple Bit Rate: A file that contains the same content encoded at several 
different bit rates. 
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
